Commander of the French Cruiser

Twenty People Escaped 
From the Doomed Town.

ST. PIERRE WIPED OUT.

FRENCH CRUISER’S REPORT. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
ST. THOMAS, May 9, 9:85 a.m.—The French cruiser Suchet 


arrived at Point-a-Pitre, Island of Guadaloupy, French West Indies, 
from Fort de France this morning, bringing several befugees. 
She confirmed the report that the town of St. Pierre, Martinique, 
was entirely destroyed at 8 o’clock Thursday morning, by a vol- 
canic eruption. It is supposed that most of the inhabitants of St. 
Pierre were killed; that the neighboring parishes were laid waste, 
and that the residue of the popuiation of St. Pierre is without food 
or shelter. 

The commander of the Suchet reports that at 1 o’clock, Thurs- 
day, the entire town of St. Pierre was wrapped in flames. He en- 
deavored to save about thirty persons, more of less burned, from 
the vessels in the harbor. His officers went ashore in small boats 
seeking for survivors, but were unable to penetrate the town. 
They sew heaps of bodies upon the wharves, and it is believed that 
not a single person resident in St. Pierre at the moment of the 
catastrophe escaped. 

The Governor of the colony and his staff and wife were in St. 
Pierre, and probably perished. The extent of the catastrophe can- 
not be imagined. The captain of the British steamer Roddam was 
very seriously injured, and is now in the hospital at St. Lucia. All 
of his officers and engineers were killed or aredying. Nearly every 
member of the crew is dead. Surgeon Campbell and ten of the 
crew of the Roddam jumped overboard at St. Pierre, and were lost.

TO STOP PRICE-CUTTING.

TACOMA, May 9.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Lumber and shingle manufac- 
turers met today and perfected a local 
organization for the purpose of ad- 
vancing and maintaining prices of mill 
products. Brisk competition in the lo- 
cal market has caused widespread 
price-cutting, with the result that man- 
ufacturers claim to have been making 
no profits for months past. Cutting on 
lumber and shingles has resulted in 
selling lumber grades Nos. 1, 2 and 3 
' for $3 less per thousand feet than 
wholesale prices. The new organiza- 
tion will advance the price of all mill 
products in the local market to whole- 
sale prices, with an additional charge 
to cover cartage from the mills. Capt. 
R, W. Derrickson ,was elected presi- 
dent of the combine, with A. Whitman 
secretary. Similar organization has 
just been effected at Seattle, Gray’s 
Harbor and Bellingham Bay, and all 
local prices are thus put upon an equal 
plane. It now only remains for these 
local organizations to join in one larger 
combine to absolutely control prices.

MARINE GAROU’S UPHEAVAL OF 
NINETY YEARS AGO. 


a Short Time Prior to It, and from 
Ten te Twelve Thousand People 
Killeé—Barbadoes Covered With a 
Pall. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK. May 9%.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.) If. as is reported, there has 
been a volcanic eruption on the Island 
of St. Vincent, it probably is similar 
to that near St. Pierre, Martinique, for 
the conditions in both islands are 
practically identical. Corresponding to 
Mt. Pelee, Martinique, there ts in St. 
Vintent, the Marine Garou volcanic 
mountain, over 5000 feet high. St. Vin- 
cent is the smaliest of the volcanic 
West India islands, and is chiefly no- 
table as being the scene of the most 
terrific volcanic exp'osions on record. 
It was the great ‘“Souffriere,”” on the 
side of Marine Garou, that broke loore 
and wrought havoc, April 27, 1512. 
Other great volcanic upheavels had 
occurred in the eighteenth century at 
St. Vincent, and there are vague tradi- 
tions of one in 1718. which ripped Ma- 
‘rine Garoy to pieces. There was an- 
other very severe one in 1785. But of 
the great one of April 27, 1812, the ac- 
counts are entirely authentic. It is the 
greatest event in the history of the 
‘islend. For two years prior to the 
outbreak of 1812 the earth had been 
disturbed by great convulsions all 
about the southern shores of the Carib- 
bean Sea. March 26, 1812, the Venezue- 
lan coast was savagely shaken, and 
the city of Caracas was knocked into 
a heap of ruins, in which from 10,000 
to 12,000 persons were killed. 

From Caracas the terrific subterra- 
nean forces moved seaward, following 
the line of least resistance, and seek- 
ing an outlet which they at last found 
at the volcano of Marine Garou, on the 
little Island of St. Vincent. With a 
roar, or rather witha series of ap- 
palling explosions and roars, which 
continued through several hours and 
that were heard in Venezuela and Bar- 
badoes, the imprisoned gases broke 
through the rocky side of the mountain 
with inconceivable fury and hurled 
into the heavens a cloud of shattered 
rocks, dust and black volumes of 
smoke that for three days thereafte? 
covered the island with the darkness 
of night. At Barbadoes, the English 
soldiers took the roar for the cannonad- 
ing of a distant naval battery, and 
prepared for an attack. 

Barbadoes is a hundred miles east 
ef St. Vincent, and trade winds blow

COMPARISONS. 


Activity in the Desert Country—Im- 


Ledge Found—Opening Extension 
Congress Lode. 


Within a few days the State Mining 
Bureau will add another pamphiet to 
its publications. It was compiled for 
the express purpose of impressing the 
public with the important and extent 
of the mining industry of California, 
and it will contain interesting facts 
concerning the mineral production as 
compared with the total prop- 
erty valuation. 
The total asressed property value of 
each county is given, with the value of 
its mineral resources, and its propor- 
tion to the former. 
According to the new issue, the grand 
total assessed valuation of California 
for 1901 reached the sum of $1,211, :05,- 
803; but large as thie sum is, the min- 
eral oduction of the State for 1900 
was $32,622,945, or over 2% per cent. 
of the total assessed property value. 
In the individual showing by counties 
Mono heads the list with the highest 
per cent. of mineral product. Its prop- 
erty value is placed at $1,137,276, and 
the mineral product at $752,121, or 
cent. In the list of southern 
counties, Los Angeles is well up, hav- 
ing a total property valuation of %103,- 
324,904, and mineral product at $2,155,- 
18, or over 2 per cent. 
Comparisons of the value of the 
State's agricultural products with the 
mineral output show that the oranges, 
cured fruite and prunes amount to a 
total of 73 per cent. of the mineral 
product, and the flour, lumber, butter, 
sugar and hops amount to a total of 
64 per cent. of the mineral output.

Acts xit, 1-19 
THE CONNECTION. 


We last studied the story of hew the 


gfeat gentile city of Antioch had been 
visited with the gospel, and how the 
diecipies there heard of the approach- 
ing famine at Jerusalem, and sent help 
to the Jewish Christians by Saul and 
Barnabas. Meantime, new conditions 
were arising in Jerusalem. The discl- 
ples had felt the persecuting hand of 
the religious authorities, and now, for 
the first time, they are smitten by the 
civil authority. 
THE LESSON. 
“Whe He Wes Imprisoned.” (Verses 1-6.) 
“Now, about that time Herod, the 
King, put forth his hands to afflict cer- 
tain of the church. And he killed 
the brother of John, with the 


sword. And when he saw that it 
the Jews, he proceeded to seize 
ter also.

And when he 
had taken him, he put him in prison 
and delivered him to four quarternions

Herod Agrippa |, grandson of the 

y Herod the Great, murderer of 
Innocents, and brother of Herodias, 
who caused the murder of John the 
Baptist, is King over territory that has 
Ween reconstructed for him by his 
friend the Emperor, and that included 
Jewish territory. He has a 
Hitle ewish blood in his veins, and he 
makes use of it. After a vagabond life, 
he is at iast on the throne, and all 
his shrewdness and brilliance are used 
in making fair weather with the Jews. 
He becomes a zealous observer of the 
law and a vigilant of it to all who vie- 
late it. His success in achieving pop- 
wlarity with the Jews is phenomenal. 
He knows how anxious they are to ex- 
terminate the Christians, and he deter- 
mines upon a policy of gratifying them. 
James, brother of John, fails by the 
sword—a civil, not religious execution. 
The plan is a success; he can now ven- 
ture further and kill off the leaders, 
ohne by one. He seizes Peter, but a 
seven days’ festival is on hand, and 
the Jews have a prejudice against put- 
ting a man to death on a sacred day. 
Time was the sacred thing. not life: 
a day ntust be Kept inviolate, but life 
may be despolled. ey will save him 
for seven days and then kill him. 
ere are the two scenes, the impris- 
oned apostie, and the praying church. 
The seven days drag along, but no re- 
laxation of the vigilance of the prison- 
rs. Peter has escaped once be- 
fore (Acts, 5:17-42.) and they will see 
that it does not occur again. Four bands 
of soldiers, with four in each band, 
to guard him—one band at a time for 
six hours—two soldiers at the cell door 
and two at the outside door opening 
on the city itself, besides two guards 
chained to his hands, and al! doors se- 
curely locked. Herod in public, as- 
Sumes the role of devout Jew and 
ses God that Ris enemies are about 
to perish: while in private he nurses 
his unscrupulous ambition and laughs 
gcorn.at both Jew and Christian. 

This is the church's first onset with 
the civil power. Herod proposes to 
ghow them that they are not in the 
Hands of religious authorities this time.

late, but It came, and came at the best 
time to show God's power as well! as to 


exercise their faith into strength 
and endurance. The account is 
graphic and vivid. The an.- 
gels have ever been messengers 


sent on God's service, and are serving 
us now in God's name. The deliver- 
ance was supernatural. Being so, it 
was leisurely, yet not slothful. By a 
stroke on his side the angel awakened 
Peter, while a light, either from his 
presence or separate phenomenon, 
showed him the objects around him. 
Omnipotent power has control of gsol- 
diers and chains and doors. Peter is 
told to do nothing that a man cannot 
do; but is not all ed to omit any nat. 
ural or needed thing. The angel will 
do the rest. He must rise and dress, 
going through the thre? ateps of dress- 
ing, In order, putting on girdle, sandals 
and outer rment over the tunic, 
though if t angel had not kept at 
him and told him which thing to do 
next he might have both »>lundered and 
delayed, so confused was he, between 
an effort to comprehend what it meant, 
and a fear of waking the soldiers. He 
was bidden to do his part, and the 
angel did the rest—made the chains 
fall off, kept the guards blinded or 
asleep, and caused the doors to open as 
of their own accord. He did eot fear, 
yet he wondered whether it was a rea]- 
ity or only a dream, so strange did it 
a” seem to Peter, just wakened out of 
sleep. 

The guards standing end locking at 
them saw nothing as the two passed, 
because the angel had made Feter and 
himself invisible, or had flung a veil 
over their eyes. heard nothing as 
the bolts moved back, and the hinges 
turned, for there was not a sound, the 
Omnipotent God was dving it. 

The angel gave him only the help 
that he needed, and only 43 icng as he 
needed it, requiring Pettr +o do every- 
thing that was in his p:..wer to do, and 
then putting him on his own resources 
entirely, when those gana were 
adequate. That is God's way. 

By this time Peter had recovered 
from his confusion of mind, and his 
divided consciousness.

“How He Was Received.”’ (Verses 12-19.) 

“And when he had considered the 
thing, he came to the house of Mary, 
the mother of John, whose surname 
was Mark; where many were gathered 
together and were praying. And when 
he knocked at ihe dcor of the gate, a 
maid came to answer, named Rhoda. 
And when she knew Peter's voice, site 
opened not the gate for joy, but ran 
in and told that Peter stood before the 
gate. And they said unto her, Thou 
art mad. But she confidently affirmed 
that it was even so. And they said it 
is his angel. But Peter continued 
knocking; and when they had opened 
they saw him and were amazed. Bur 
he, beckoning unto them with the hand 
to hold their peace, declared unto them 
how the Lord had brought him forth 
out of the prison. And he said, Tell 


‘these things unto James and to the 


brethren. And he departed and went 
to another place.” 

Peter is now where his own powers 
can meet every emergency; he is left 
to use them. No longer under the 
guidance of another, his mind resumes 
its functions more rapdily. works 
swiftiy in grasping the situation, and 
plans the wisest course of action. Of 
course he goes to the disciples; to the 
group most accessible, as the. dawn is 
approaching: to the group perhaps 
most anxious; to the group who,will 
most speedily tell the news to otbers, 
and relieve their anxiety. It was an 
interesting home, that of another Mary, 
sister (7) of the noble Barnabas, 
therefore of importance and probably 
wealthy, mother of young Mark, who 
was afterward a helper to Saul and 
Barnabas, and the writer of the “Gos- 
pel of Mark.” The story is so hic 
in its details that we conclude Mark 
must have been the informant of the 
writer of this story.—[Luke. 

The portress named Rhoda—Rose-- 
did the very natural thing of listening 
first to find out who it was—for Peter 
was calling as well as knocking—and 
those were dangerous times, and that 
was a dangerous hour. Her joyful con- 
duct at hearing Peter's voice was very 
natural. In her mind his deliverance 
was his safety, and she forgot that the 
pursuers might be on his track that 
minute, in her haste to relieve the anx- 
ious friends who had been praying for 
him all night. Strange they would not 
belleve the girl; would not believe their 
own prayers were answered. They 
tried to argue her down, that it was 
a mistake by first telling her she was 
crazy, and then hedging behind a res- 
ervation that. if she really heard his 
knocking and his speaking, it was his 
angel. In thinking that they suddenly 
fell into the view of the Rabbis—that 
a guardian angel attends each one, and 
can assume his form at will. 

Meantime, while the warm discus- 
sion goes on, Peter, impatient and ex- 
posed to arrest, still tters at the 
door.

Prospects for Large Crop. 

The fruit farmers of the State heve 
before them the prospects of an enor- 
mous crop of fruit. From the central 
and northern portion come of 
universal abundance of bloom, little 
damage from frost and concurrence of 
the elements coward the proper matur- 
ity of the output. In the south the or- 
ange groves are literally white with 
bloom, and all authorities join in the 
statement that the citrus crop of next 
winter will eclipse any of its predeces- 
sors. It is too s0om to estimate what 
the coming crops may be in carloads, 
but it is certain to test the marketing 
machinery to its capacity. If you have 
any fears about not being able to sell 
your fruit prepare to exercise them this 
season. Only the best fruit can be sold 
at fancy prices. Thinning, cultivation, 
applying all the fruit grower’s arts to 
produce the highest-grade fruit should 
be resorted to. Poor frait will be at a 
discount this season. 

Here are a few extracts taken from 
the Chronicle, showing to what extent 
good prospects prevail, giving a sam- 
ple of what is contained generally in 
the press of the State: 

“A report from Santa Maria says: 
Judging from present indications the 
apricot crop will be the largest of many 
seasons, while other fruits will come 
up *o the average. 

“A dispatch from Orosi district, Tu- 
lare county, says the peach and pear 
trees are loaded with fruit as never be- 
fore. Orchardists are arranging to do 
considerable thinning out. 

“Present indications are that the 
fruit crop this year will excel all for- 
mer crops. The frost has not injured 
the fruit to any appreciable extent. A 
big apple crop is expected. 

“The people of Watsonville are en- 
deavoring to establish a cannery at 
that place. They are quite able to build 
a cannery, and the present proposition 
is to organize a local corporation. 

“Reports from different sections of 
Orange county indicate that there will 
not be more than half an average c 
of apricots. This is due to the co 
wind and rain which occurred at the 
time of blossoming. 

“Dr. H. F. Ustick of the Allen Fruit 
Drier Company of Portland, Or., says 
that 1000 tons of prunes have been 
promised this season by the Boise 
and that a drying 
/ plant will be erected by the sompany 
at Boise. 

“Reports from various points of Or- 
ange county show that peach, apricot 
and plum trees are blossoming abun- 
dantly, with indications of a good crop. 
Orchardists say that thinning ‘vill be 
necessary, especially with peaches and 
apricots. 

“The San Jos@ Mercury says that 
prospects for an unusually large crop 
of cherries are excellent. The season 
has been very favorable to the devel- 
opment of this fruit. The trees are in 
a thrifty condition, and the fruit is 
setting splendidly, leaving nothi to 
be desired, save a continuation of fa- 
vorable weather. 


THE VINEYARD. 
A “Combine” for Southern California. 

A movement is now on foot to con- 
eolidate many of the vineyards and 
wineries of Southern California, and to 
form an association on lines similar to 
the California Wine Association. 

The moving spirits in the plan are 
said to be Gen. Boat of Cucamonga, H. 
J. Woollacott of Los Angeles, and a 
party of Boston capitalists. These 
people expect to raise $1,000,000 in order 
to carry the deal through. 

The promotere have a plan to raise 
grapes, crush them and sell the prod- 
uct, For this purpose an association is 
being formed. Part of the plan is to 
buy up the big wineries and vineyaris 
with wine on hand, and to acquire so 
large a part of the industry that the 
association can dictate in the southern 

art of the State, as the California 

fine Aseociation does in the north. 
There already has been secured acre- 
age representing 4000 tons of the total 
crop, and the remaining 3000 tons will, 
it is confidently expected, fall into 
line, as a matter of self-protection.— 
{American Wine Presa. 


Doesn't Want Reciprocity. 


A prominent representative, talking 
about the wine business of California, 
is quoted as having said: 

“If the reciprocity treaty with France 
or anyother wine-producing country 
should be ratified at the present time, 
it would be a serious blow, and act as 
a great detriment to the development 
of the wine industry of California. This 
industry has languished several! years. 
Competition and its concomitant, ruin- 
ously low prices, with the ravages of 
phylioxera, has almost ruined the vine- 
yardists.. 

“Through concerted efforte in the last 
two years, such prices have been main- 
tained which, while extremely reason- 
able to consumers, still left a margin 
of profit to growers, which encouraged 
them to commence the rehabilitation of 
their vineyards, which are being planted 
to roots resistant to phylloxera and 
other vine diseases, ne they can now 
look forward to a little prosperity, 
which they have so sadly lacked for the 
last decade.

Grape-root Worm in Ohio. 

During the past few years the “grape 
root worm” (Fidia yviticida) has done 
much damage to the vineyards in 
northern Ohio, about Cleveland and 
Euclid, and in some parts of the Chau- 
tauqua district. Many remedies have 
been tried, without much success, al- 
henge bisulphide seems to be 
the st.

Argentina is pagsing from the pas- 
toral to the agricultural stage quite 
rapidly. Old Californians will under- 
stand what is going on there, as they 
remember what took place here after 
the American occupation. There is in 
Argentina the same system of “Spanish 
grants.” but the immigrants from 
Southern Europe, which form so large 
@ part of the Argentina population, 
have not the vigor of the Americans 
to crowd out the old ewners and pro- 
mote subdivision. Nevertheless, agri- 
culture is increasing. In 1890 there 
were 7,403,235 acres reported under the 
plow, which in 1900 had ! to 
17,453,597 acres, equivalent to 27,271 
square miles.

from that acreage Argentina produced 
101,654,716 bushels of wheat, as against

probable that the Argentina acreage 
and production was larger than the 


evidently larger, as would be expected 
from the virgin character of most of 
the ground tilled. Argentina is a 
great country, {ts northern extremity 
being close to the tropics, from which 
it extends south over 30 deg. of lati- 
tude. Its resources have hardly been 
touched, and, considering the charac- 
ter of its population, they are not 
likely to be developed with anything 
like the rapidity which has character- 
ized American development. 


THE VEGETABLE FIELD. 
Seme Peanut Facts. 

During a fair year the American pea- 
nut crop will average nearly 5,000,000 
bushels, estimating twenty-two pounds 
to the bushel. This is but a small pro- 
portion of the world's crop, however, 
which aggregates fully 550,000,000 
pounds. It is calculated that we eat 
about $10,000,000 worth of peanuts 
yearly, or 4,000,000 bushels of the nuts 
either in candy or tn the original ker- 
nels. The shuckers or shells form also 
good feed for pigs, while peanut vines 
are first-class fodder for mules. 

Very few peanuts are eaten of the 
pod in Europe, although fully 400,000,- 
000 pounds are sent to Great Britain 
and the continent every year from Af- 
rica and Asia. They are converted into 
oll and a sort of flour at factories at 
Marseilles and several Englizh cities. 

A bushel of the genuine peanuts 
shelled can be prtssed into about a 
gallon of oll, which is substituted for 
olive and other table oils very fre- 
quently. It selis at from 60 cents to 
$1 a gallon, and the meal or flour left 
after pressure is used for feeding 
horees and baked into a kind of bread, 
which has a large sale in Germany 
and France.—-[Exchange. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
Shipping Poultry. 


small prices they get for their birds 
when they are sent to market, says 
Farm and Fireside, but it is subprising 
to one who walks through a market 
at a time when there is an oversupply 
of poultry that many of the lots ex- 
posed on the sidewalks se|l at any 
price. Such specimens of poultry as 
are there seen are enough to forever 
disgust one with the whole feathered 
tribe as articles of food. Old birds and 
young birds, fat birds and lean birds, 
birds dressed and undressed—-and some 
half dressed—roosterr, old hens that 
have been killed to prevent their dy- 
ing of old age, chickens frozen and 
thawed into al! conceivable shape. and 
chickens whose color is blue, white and 
variegated, are seen. It is no marvel 
that the market is dull and that prices 
rule low. 

But if the birds themeelves are bad 
the packages are infinitely worse. Old 
flour barrels that have taken their 
turn in holding bran, potatoes and 
other vegetables, and boxes that have 
stood outdoors until they are weather- 
beaten, are the uninviting packages in 
which poultry ie often sent to the 
market. and the shipper wonders why 
hia birds fail to tempt the eye of the 
epicure who may be searching for fine 
poultry. A little reason would con- 
vince any one that a!! this is wrong. 
The editor of the Southern Ruralist, 
commenting on the above, has the fol- 
lowing to say: 

“Month after month, year after year. 
the agricultural papers and poultry 
journals of the country nave urged 
ehippers to send their fruits, vege- 
tables, stock and poultry to the mar- 
kets in good condition, and in clean. 
attractive packages, if they would sell 
readily and receive good prices. So 
long as there is any sale for them at 
any price, there wil! be careless ship- 
pera, of poor stuff in dirty, disgusting 
packages. It is to be hoped that the 
day will soon come when such ship- 
ments will be entirely crowded out of 
the markets by fine farm products. 
sock, and poultry, shipped in such an 
attractive manner as to command 
ready sales and good prices.” 


THE APIARY. 
The Honey Crop. 
A forecast of the honey report of the 
census of 1900 shows that during the 
year 1899 there were produced 61,196,160 
pounds of honey and 1,765,315 pounds of 
wax, of an aggregate value of $6.654 904 
for the United States. ar the States 
reporting honey. Texas reports the larg- 
est quantity, 4,780.204 pounds. Califor- 
nia reports the second largest quan- 
tity, 3,667,738 pounds: New York the 
third largest, 3,342,497. The counties 
showing the heaviest production are: 
Fresno, San Diego and Tulare of Call- 
fornia and Tompkins, Cayuga and Se- 
neca of New York. Thus California has 
the three foremost counties of the whole 
country, and it does not matter that 
they are very large counties, for the 
bee has only struck a little corner of 
ahy of them yet. It is, however, a very 
interesting fact that the center of the 
honey product of the State is now not 
in the Mountain sage brush, but in 
the alfalfa regions of the great plains. 
The wild flowers have seldom been 
so abundant in the vicinity of San 
Francisco or so gorgeous as at this 
time. The street cars have for some 
time past been loaded with ladies vis- 
iting the outlying lands and returning 
loaded with great sheaves of wild flow. 
ers, which seem to bloom. the better 
for the pruning which they get. Pre- 
sumabiy this is the case throughout 
California and is the cause of the fears 
of some beemen that California will 
produce more honey than can be profit. 
ably sold. There is at present no spe- 
clal reason to expect such on outcome. 
although is doubtless true that simt- 
lar conditions extending throughout the 
United States Would tend te reduce 
extracted honey to a price at which 
it would he exported.

SUSPECTED OF KILLING HIS WIFE; 
NO EVIDENCE. 
Yoakim’s Son and Daughter-in-law 


Accused of Beating Him—Depressing 
Experience of a Man Who Tried to 


Threaten a Deaf Man. 


Indian Pete, the fat Cahuilla buck 
who was accused of throwing his wife 
under the wheels of a moving train, 
was let out of jail yesterday. There 
wasn't evidence enough to convict him 
of spitting on the sidewalk, much less 
murder. 

The facts were that the overland train 
pulled in one day with the cowratcher 
spattered with gore, and fragments of 
a woman were picked up along the 
track for a half mile south from the 
Alhambra crossing of the Southern Pa- 
cific. 

At first there was no way of identi- 
fying the remnants. Actually there 
waen't enough left At last some one 
picked up a rebosa, and a finger ring 
was found. Then Indian Pete confided 
in an Indian who works in Boyle 
Heights that his wife had been killed. 

Pete was promptly arrested. He told 
the officers that as he and his wife 
were driving acroes the track the seat 
fell out of the wagon and the woman 
was run over by the train. - 

It was almost impossible to get any- 
thing out of the Indian witnesses. As 
for the accident itself, Indian Pete was 
the only one who knew anything 
about it. 

One of the suspicious circumstances 
in the case was that pieces of the 
woman's body were found a consider- 
able distance up the track from the 
place where “Pete said the accident oc- 
curred. The fragments found further 
down the track were easily expiained 
by the fact that the train had swept 
the torn flesh along. The officere 
couldn't see, however, how it was that 
Pete's wife could have been scattered 
around before the train struck her.

SERIOUS ACCIDENT IN REDLANDS 
YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


Mrs. Kopperal of Galveston, Mrs.

REDLANDS, May %—On England 
Heights, one of the show places of 
Rediands, a terrible accident occurred 
this afternoon, in which nine women 
were seriously injured, some of them 
perhaps fatally.
